Rent Control Extension for 
Year Set for House Action 


WASHINGTON, May 18.—UP>—' 
The house 
banking 
committee 
voted 13 to 4 today for another 
year of federal rent control. The 
bill provides, however, that con- 
trols will end Dec. ,31 in cities 
that do not vote to continue them 
until June 30. 1951. 
The present 
rent control law 
expires at the end of next month. 
The committee's action 
sends 
its bill to the house. The meas- 
ure, sponsored by Chairman Spence 
(D-Ky), has these main provis- 
ions:1. Continuation of the feder- 
al control powers to June 30, 
1951. 
2. 
Increased "local option" 
provisions 
whereby 
localities 
can determine whether they wont 
further controls. 
A city would 
have the nower at any time to 
vote out controls. 
Once taken 


off, no rent ceilings could be 
re-imposed in a particular local- 
it*.3. Bent controls to end au- 
tomatically in December in all 
localities where the local gov- 
erning body or the people In 
referendum do not decide 
to 
continue the controls to June 
3«, 195L 
Governors of the various states 
would have no authority to veto 
the action of' cities taking them- 
selves out from under the feder- 
al rent ceilings. 
President Truman asked

renewal of, the rent law in a spec- 
ial message to congress April 21. 
He said "a sudden and simultan- 
eous removal of rent controls on 
a national scale would precipitate 
a wave of exorbitant rent 
in- 
creases." 
Truman also argued that rent 
increases would mean the average 
family would nave to cut 
its 
spending for food and clothing.

Tuesday John T. Leslie of Wax- 
ahachle was the low bidder for the 
surfacing of the farm-market road 
from Highway 31 west of Powell to 
Montfort, a distance of 9:49 miles, 
with a total of $95,763. 
The dirt and drainage structures 
on this road were constructed dur- 
ing the winter and spring. 
Engineers are busy with the 
plans and specifications for an 
extension of the Montfort road 
to a point north of Graves Creek 
northeast of Chatfleld.

'Civu Strife'

His speech was another step in 
a campaign of Southern senators 
to nrevent the Senate from .tak- 
ing up the legislation. 
A vote to 


limit debate on- the motion to con- 
sider the bill is scheduled for noon 
Friday. 


Stennis and Senator Russell Long

renewed 
Southern 
charges that the Communist party 
inspired the bill.

Mich) offered a resolution to dis- 
approve the Commerce Department 
plan. It was shouted down. The plan 
for .the Labor Department previous- 
ly had bee- upheld.

up today for President Truman's 
Senate 
forces, already 
four-time 


losers in efforts to ward off at- 
tacks on his plans for.revising fed- 
eral agencies. 
Senator Holland (D-Fla) dis- 


closed that he might call up for 
a vote during the day a resolution 
to kill the controversial plan giv- 
ing the secretary of agriculture 
power to reorganize his depart- 
ment. 
And Senator Edwin C. Johnson 


(D-Colo), who has led 
successful 


fights against two administration 
reorganization plani, indicated he 


might ask the senate to disprove 
two more, affecting the federal 
trade and power commissions. 
Another plan calling for changes 


in the Labor Department was up 
for action in the House. 
Johnson rolled up his 
double 


triumph Wednesday when the Sen- 
ate killed the interstate commerce 
and federal communication com- 
mission plans. 
The votes were 66 


to 13 and 50 to 23, respectively. 
Two other plans—to eliminate 


the office of National Labor Re- 
lations Board general counsel, 
and to place the comptroller of 
the currency under the secretary 
of treasury—were junked by the 
Senate last week. 
Congress is required to vote only 


on those reorganization proposals 
against which resolutions of dis- 
approval 
have 
been 
introduced. 
Forty nine votes are required in the 
Senate to kill a plan, and 218 in 
the House. 
Plans go into 
effect 
automatically unless 
disapproved 


by either house. The 60-day dead- 
line for the 21 plans is up next 
Tuesday. 


Charges Swapped 
As Soon As New 
Phone Pact Signed 


ATLANTA, May 15—(/P)—South- 


ern Bell Telephone Company and 
the CIO Communications Workers 
of America have wrapped up four 
months of negotiations into a new 
contract. 


The company declared promptly 
that increased costs of the new 
contract probably would mean a 
request for rate hikes. 


Angrily, Union President W. A. 


Smallwood retorted: 


"It Is clear that minor wage 


Increases granted about half of 
the employes will now be used as 
a lever to squeeze 
exorbitant 


rate increases out of the public." 
The union head said the amount 


Involved was less than $250.000 In 
each of the nine states covered by 
the company and "Is equal to only 
a fraction of one per-cent of the 
average telphone bill." 


The more than 43,000 non-super- 
visory workers affected in nine 
southeastern states do not get a 
general wage increase, which the 
union had been demanding. They 
do get a revision in wage scales to 
allow a worker to reach top scale 
in six and a half years instead of 
eight years.

government has decided to press 
unfair labor 
practices 
charges 
against John L. Lewis' United Mine 
Workers and an Illinois coal com- 
pany in the case of a Canton, 111., 
miner. 
The miner, Lloyd Sldener, 45, 


filed the charges under the Taft- 
Hartley labor law. He was ous- 
ted March 7 as UMW local pres- 
ident at Canton. The union fined 
him $50,000 and $25 for every day 
he might work in the future. 
Sidener said the union fired him 


for trying to obey a federal court's 
back-to-work order. 
The union's 
state officers said he was ousted 
for trying to set up a "dual" or ri- 
vla union. 
Ross M. Madden, regional direc- 


tor of the National Labor Relations 
Board in Chicago, issued a com- 
plaint against the union and the 
United Electric 
Coal 
companies 


Wednesday. 
The NLRB complaint says the 
Canton UMW local fined Sidener, 
a shovel engineer at the coal com- 
pany's Buckheart mine near Can- 
Lon, when he tried to resume work 
during the coal strike last Febru- 
ary. It states that the union later 
caused the company to fire Side- 
ner March 13 by threatening to 
call a strike at the mine. 
The complaint's basic charge is 
:hat the union and the company 
violated 
the law by interfering 


.with Sidener's legal right to work.

Reciting that business profits 
this year "are less likely to be

down by inventory losses 
since commodity

shown a firm trend for nearly a 
year," Snyder questioned wheth- 
er new capital outlays by busi- 
ness wlll.be cut back as much as 
was earlier estimated. 
He said strong points in the bus- 


iness picture include high 
level 
home building, auto production and 
consumer incomes and spending. 


The treasury chief, a native of 
neighboring Arkansas, described 
the growing labor force as "one 
of the nation's biggest assets for 
future progress," but added: 


'To realize our full potential for 


business profits and national 
in- 


come, new jobs must be developed 
in step with our growing popula- 
tion. In the longer run, as our pop- 
ulation grows, new jobs must be 
created by the initiative and vision 
of both management and job seek- 
ers'"

The House Ways and Means Com- 
cemittee voted today to cut to 2 per 
cent the interest rate the govern- 
ment pays on overpayments of 
taxes that later are refunded. 


The rate now is 6 per cent. The 


committee decided to keep at 6 per 
cent the rate the tax payer must 
pay if he is late with his pay- 
ments. 
At present the government pays 
out about $100,000,000 a year in 
interest on tax overpayments later 
refunded. Staff experts advised the 
cimmittee that cutting the rate 
from 6 to 2 per cent would save 
the government $67,000,000 a year. 
Some big taxpayers are sus- 


pected In fact of deliberately ov- 
erpaying their taxes In order to 
collect tho 6 per cent. Interest 
rates being what they are—and 
bond yields as low as they are— 
an overpayment of taxes is one 
of the most profitable safe in- 
vestments a man with surplus 
money can make. 
The proposed cut is being written 


into the new tax bills the commit- 
tee is drafting. 
It has made a number of proposed 
cuts in taxes. The most controver- 
sial of these, at least within the 
committee, is a proposed drop from 
25 to 16 per cent in the tax on long- 
term capital gains. 
The main argument there Is 


whether the cut In taxes on stock 
and bond deals would help marke,t

the Virgin Mary.

when she stepped onto the stage 
for the first time a short while la- 
ter.

Steel president Benjamin Falrless 
said today, "When every business- 
man in America can be found guilty 
of violating the law, then there is 
something wrong with the law—and 
not the businessman." 


, Fairless attacked what ha called 
ihe "complete hodge-podge .of so-i 
called "anti-trust laws" In a speech 
at Boston's Mid-Century Jubilee. 
U. S. Steel had figured in a con- 
gressional investigation of the steel 
industry to determine if monopolis- 
tic practices are being employed. 
*The minute any man suc- 


cessfully establishes himself In 
any business nowadays," Falrless 
declared, "he automatically be- 
comes a potential jailbird." 
Laws governing American busi- 


ness are not written in congress 
but in the courts, he said, and the 
supreme court's interpretation of 
the law may be "vastly different" 
from the original intent of congress 
In drafting the legislation. 


If a businessman and his com- 


petitor quote the same price on 
a product, Falrless said, they may 
be accused of collusion and viola- 
tion of the Sherman Act. 
If one tries to undersell his com- 
petitor by cutting his price he may 
be violating the Robinson-Patman 
Act, he added.. •

Loss Of 2,180 
In Ellis County 
Shown By Census 


The 
first census figures in the 
sixth district, those for Ellis coun- 
ty, were released today by George 
E. Adams, district census super- 
visor. The results show the county 
suffered a loss of 2,180 persons, 
from 47,733 in 1940, to 45,553 
in 


1950. However, four of the 
five 


communities above 1,000 popula- 
tion showed an increase. 
By comparison, the county lost 
2,180 while the four communities 
gained 3,331. Only one communi- 
ty above 1,000 population, Italy, 
showed a loss and that was but 
40. Italy dropped from 1.224 
In 


1940 to'1,184 In 1950. 
Using the cities' gains and the 
county's loss as a basis, it shows 
that rural areas lost a total of 5.- 
491 between 1940 and 1950. 
Waxahachie 
made the biggest 
gain of all communities over 1.000 
population by jumping from 8,655 
in 1940. to 11 196 in 1950. The total 
gain was 2.541. 
Ennis showed an Increase 
of 
346. Jumping from 7,087 In 1940, 
to 7,433 in 1950. 
Ferris 
had an increase of 298. 
going from 1,436 in 1940, to 1.734 in 
1950.

RAMBLING WRECKS 


How many unsafe auto- 


mobiles are on the streets? 
Half the 
number in New 


York are unsafe, said Nor- 
man Damon, executive vice- 
president of the Automotive 
Safety Foundation. Speak- 
ing at a transportation con- 
vention, he estimated that 
of New York's 950,000 cars 
575,000 were eight years old 
or more, and at least 290,000 
were twelve years 
old or 


more. 'Saftey officials have 
learned by experience that 
most cars of such age are no 
longer 
mechanically 
reli- 


able, and that in any case 
they are likely to be driven 
much too fast for their vint- 
age and design. 


Is this peculiar to New 


York? Hardly. In Washing- 
ton, D. C., an annual exam- 
inatiton of cars now is re- 
quired. At the first tests 53 
per cent of the automobiles 
failed to pass. Probably oth- 
er cities would show the 
same condition. 


Cool judgment leads to

COURT-MARTIAL 


CHANGE 


New reforms have been 


voted by Congress in the 
military court-martial rules. 
The new measure gives to 
enlisted defendants in all of 
ihe -services the right to de- 
mand that enlisted men serve 
on the court which will try 
them, a reform already in- 
gtituted in the • Army. Pre- 
viously only officers served 
on military courts. Also a 
court of military appeals, 
composed of civilians, is cre- 
ated to review cases, where 
heavy sentences are involv- 
ed.

cure some, of the complaints 
made by enlisted men, who 
have frequently complained 
that in military justice there 
was favoritism for officers 
as compared with enlisted 
men. They have also com-

But this does not mean that we 
do not have serious church prob- 
lems staring" us in the face all the 
time. Probably the most pressing 
of such problems arises from Uie 
fact that our scientific and Indus- 
trial development has grown so 
fast that the religious institution 
have not been able to adapt them- 
selves fully to this changing or- 
der. Aa a result, the church some- 
times appears to be ainguraly lack- 
ing in power amid the churning 
events of modern 3ife. 


A nev/ age does **ot mean a new 
set of morals, but it does mean a 
'new adaptation 
of the 
eternal 


verities to new situations. 
The 


manufacture and sale of goods, 
proper relations between employer 
and employee, better community 
conditions—these things now loom 
large on the horizon of everyday 
life.. In other words, we have en- 
tered a period of history when the 
social 
applications of 
religious 
truths are even more important 
than they have been in the past. 
Old Truths Need Applying. 


We talk about social justice and 


social service as if they were dis- 
coveries of our times, whereas, all 
the Bible summaries of the good 
life are attuned to the social note. 
Jesus said. "Thou shalt love the 
Ixjrd thy God with all thy heart., 
and thy neighbor. as 
thyself." 


Playing on the same note, James 
wrote, "Pure religion and unde- 
filed before God our Father la 
this, to visit the fatherless 
and 


widows, in their affliction, and to 
keep oneself unspotted from the 
world." 
Our Sunday school les- 


son this week Is taken from the 
prophecy of Micah, who wrote the 
most familiar and popular defini- 
tion of Old Testament religion. 
"What doth the L-ord require of 
thee, but to do justly, to love 
mercy, and to walk humbly with 
thy God." 


In other wprds there is no real 
religion without the practice of 
justice and altruism. One'may be 
assiduous In public worship and in 
all forms of ritual; but If one is 
selfish, unjust* unkind, unnelgh- 
borly, oppressive of others 
and 
heedless of their suffering; then 
the Bible specifications of .real .re- 
ligion have not been met. 


There has arisen on our time a 
professlbnal 
lingo 
of 
technical 


terms for social service, varitable 
shop talk. . It really means the 
same thing as the simpler, plainer 
words of the Bible. We fool our- 
selves into the belief that all our 
modern concern for social justice, 
social service, and. social security 
is new. As a matter of fact, it is 
but the application of the stern 
teachings of the Old Testament 
prophets. 


An Ancient Sociologist. 


The prophet Micah was a coun- 
try preacher who in a day when 


farmers were leaving the land 
flocking into the cities, cried 
mightily against the inequi- 


ties which were arising in the 
new order of things. 
His words 


fit into present-day conditions as 
a glove fits a hand. This humble 
pastor, living in a little village, 
had a memorable message which 
through the ages has been ringing 
in the .ears of those who have held 
that social justice is a supreme 
concern of the church. 
.Happily the number of Micahs 


is increasing throughout the earth, 
and raising the old, old cry, for 
righteousness ' and justice. 
This' 
truth of the primary Importance 
of justice is not merely one for 
statesmen and business men to 
heed: it applies equally to labor 
leaders and to those who by their 
written and spoken 
words in- 


fluence the thought and action of 
their fellows. 
In the-field of prl«:| 


vate morals, it applies to the pay- 
ment of debts .when due,, to the 
rendering ,of h'oneat income tax 
reports, to dealing fairly 
with 


servants, and to.all the multiform 
transactions of dails' life. 
The.Church's Duty. 


It is a pity that protest against 
injustice of all kinds has come in 
recent years more often from sec- 
ular organizations than 
it has 


from the church.

An all-time high in the per acre 


yield of cotton is expected this 
fall in Navarro county if—and 
that's a big if—'he farmer 
de- 
stroys a big crop, of hungry In- 
sects, 


"We've 
checked 
the 
county 
pretty close," says County Agent 
W. H. Walker, "and the thrip in- 
festation 
is 
the worst in many 
years." 


Nearly 75 per cent of Navarro 


county's 140,000 allotted acres of 
cotton are now planted, it is esti- 
mated, 
and 
parasites—including 
the flea hopper—already are on 
the young plants. 


Several Areas Checked. 


Walker made his report follow- 
ing a tour of farms through the 
areas of Dawson. Kerens, Bloom- 
ing Grove and Frost. 


Lots of farmers will begin spray- 


ing operations next week. Farm- 
ers M. J. Crawford of Kerens 
and Dugan. Davis of Dawson are 
among those who will unload tox- 
aphene on the cotton plants 
to 


oust the thrip and flea hopper. 


The predicted 240-pound aver- 
age cotton yield—largest in the 
history—is threatened only by an 
invasion of the fields by destruct- 
ive insects. 
So the word from 
agricultural leaders to the farm- 
ers 
is: 
"Be 
prepared: 
- control 


those insects before they do any 
damage." 
Under normal 
conditions, and 
assuming the farmers will under- 
take their poisoning projects, Na- 
varro county 
should produce a 
60,000-bale cotton crop this fall. 
Excluding last year's 78,000 bales, 
this would be"the largest crop 
since 
1937—despite cotton acre- 
age allotments. 
In 
other 
words, farmers 
are 
achieving a long-sought goal—to 
produce more from less.

In South Texas 


VICTORIA, May 18— UP)—A herd 


of 11 handsome Sussex cattle, im- 
ported this year from England, is 
getting international attention on 
the Patrick Lambert ranch near 
Refugio. 
Besides visitors from Mexico, per- 
sons from many states have viewed 
the animals. Texas A. and M. col- 
lege experts also have Inspcctec 
the 10 heifers and one bull. 
The animals have been at the 
ranch since late February after 
months of quarantine and travel 
They were imported by Lawrence 
Wood of Refugio. 


Cattle Unusually Large. 
Bill Mclntosh, writing in the Vic- 
toria Advocate, says the heifers are 
remarkably big and well developer, 
for two year olds. The bull, a three 
year-old, weighs 1,800 pounds. 
The Sussex are solid red excepi 


for the tip of their tail. At a dis 
tance says Mclntosh, they could 
be mistaken for cither Shorthorns 
or Santa Gertrudls, the latter 
Texas-developed breed. 
The heifers have had brass tipi 
placed In their horns because of 
their playful habit of hooking each 
other. 
The Sussex are much more splr 


ited than Hercfords but are very 
gentle. They are easier to handle 
than Herefords because they move 
faster. 
J. O. Llnhcy, ranch fore- 
man, has taught them to come 
when called. 


Wood's father, Dick Wood, has a 


bull and three heifers brought over 
last fall. 
They are near San An 


tonlo. 
By exchanging 'bulls, they 


will bo able to avoid inbreeding 
troubles later. 
The heifers are expected to drop 
calves next November. 
The Wood family has been inter 


osted.ln Sussex cattle for genera 
tlons. Lawrence Wood's grandfath 
er, Tobe Wood, imported a group 
of them shortly after 1900. 
But 


they lost their Identity by breed 
ing with other cattle. 


The cattle had to go 
through 
three quarantines, first in Glas- 
gow, then Jn St. John's, Newfound- 
land, and finally under Unitec 
States Inspection in Ontario, Can' 
ada.

"This land is capable of pro- 
ducing one bale of cotton per 
acre, 50 bushels of corn, 60 bush- 
els of oats or 300 to 400 pounds 
of beef per acre." 
"But to do this, you must do 
more than talk and 'befor' soil 
conservation. 
What to do and 
how to do It Is at your disposal, If 
you care to use It." 
"Any man who owns farm lands 


should take advantage of the fa 
cilities available to him," Spence: 
went on. "Soil conservation pays 
off In the present, as well as in the 
future." 
Plan of Work. 


Spencer went on to say that th< 


Navarro-Hill Conservation districi 
has a plan of work—not something 
that was set up by an experlmen 
station or recommended by 'some 
one, but a plan that most of the 
successful farmers in the district 
have found to be workable through 
use."The use of this plan mean's more 
money to you. It means 
inore 


money to the man in town. I 
means more money to Industry,' 
Spencer asserted. 
The speaker said that farmers 


in this section of Texas have usec 
their farms 
hard, 
without the 


thought of what it cost, and thai 
the Trinity River watershed is es- 
timated to have lost 60 per cent of 
its productive capacity. This make, 
widespread practice of soil conser- 
vation urgent.

"Any farmer In this section who 
doesn't practice early-season cot- 
ton Insect control has little possi- 
bility of making more than half 
a crop," he asserted. 
He debunked a recent newspaper 
statement 
attributed 
to 
Louis 


Bromfield, author of "The Farm" 
and an ardent soil conservationist. 
Bromfield is reported to have said 
that most plants can over-come in- 
sects, providing the proper elements 
are in the soil. 
"That may be true of the spittle- 


bug," Spencer said, "but I don't be- 
lieve he 
(Bromfield) knows his 


cotton insects very well." 
Three Threats. 
The speaker named as the three 
main threats to the current cotton 
crop as thrip, the flea hopper, and 
the weevil. Some cotton, he point- 
ed out, Is already in the four-leaf 
stage and ready for application of 
control measures. 
"On my farm .in Hill county," 


Spencer asserted, "the practice that 
brings me the most money for the 
amount of money expended is in- 
secticides. 
Next comes commer- 


cial fertilizer."
